She 
then went to Arkansas wlieie she 
taught school, and subsequently went 
to Texas, where she again entered the 
school room. She was offered the sit- 
uation lor the second term, but wept 
and told the school officials that she 
was a failure in the school room and 
declined the place. They tried to re- 
assure her but sheconid not be argued 
into accepting. The brother ol one 
of the school board was sheriff of the 
county and knowing her ca{iacity he 
gave her a place in his office. She 
proved a very valiiabte ac<|uisition, 
and her salary waa raised at once. 
Two or three months later she an- 
nounced that the could not stay in the 
office any longer, being satUffed that 
she waa not com{ieteot to {lerform the 
duties required ol her. The aherilT 
offered her another raise in her salary 
but she could not be prevailed on to 
stay, and secured employment in the 
family oi a Mr. Smith, a farmer Ken- 
tuckian, in Fort Worth She was an 
admirable house kre{>er and rapidly 
established a place in the affections of 
the family. I.4ist Friday the lamily 
went away from home and lelt her 
alone. Three hours later Mr. Smith 
wrut home and found the house lock- 
ed up. When he went in he found 
her lying on the floor dead with a bot- 
tle of morphine by her side. Along 
'with it was a note aaj'ing that her 
lile was 8 lailnre and recounting the 
attempts that she had made to earn a 
living. She attributed her lack of 
success to incapacity and want of ed- 
ucation, a state of affairs exactly the 
reverse of the truth. Among her el- 
lects waa letter from a yonng man 
named J R. Davis at Mena, Ark., 
where she had formerly taught. It 
was evident that they were engaged 
to be married, and also that it was 
her own fault that the ceremony bad 
not been performed, and that she ac- 
cused hersell of unworthiness, which 
idea was deprecated by her sweet- 
heart. 

From ail that can be gathered it is 
evident that she was afflicted with a 
morbid sensibility that ffnally wreck- 
ed her mind and led her to take her 
life.

WHERE IS IT? 



Ceo. Miles, of Davidson, Hunt- 
ing for Some Lost Money. 



Mr. George Miles, ol Davidson ata- 
tion, Ohio county, is in the city, on 
the hunt ol $3,500, which his lather 
is known to have had before he died. 

Evan A. Mitea was a bard working 
farmer, who lived near Fordsville. as 
honest as men are ever made, and one 
of the most successlul tobacco raisers 
in the country where he lived. He 
had a large lamily, but was very econ- 
omical, and it was always thought 
that he made more money than he 
a(>ent, though do one ever knew that 
he had any great amount of ready 
cash by him. The only hint he ever 
gave ol it was three or lour years ago, 
when be took a trip to Shelby connty. 
On starting Irom home he took hia 
daughter aside and told her that if 
anything should hap(>en so that be 
did not get back he had enough mon- 
ey in bank to bury him and give the 
children $500 apiece. He came home 
and nothing was ever said about it. 

When he died he gave directions 
that hia body should be buried in a 
{>articular 8{xit under an apple tree In 
his orchard. The exact s{>ot was not 
deemed suitable and the grave was 
dug s few leet away. 

Some time afterward the daughter 
reletred too, told the other members 
ol the lamily what her father had said 
to her and an examination ol hia pa- 
{>era waa made. A particular {>ocket- 
book in which be kept hia must im- 
(lortsnt {>a{]er8 was mising and no 
trace of it has ever been found. Then 
his insistent direct'ons as to the loca- 
tion of his grave were called to mind 
ami it was thought |x>ssible that be 
bad buried the money there, A 
search was accordingly made, but it 
was not found. 

A further quest of hia pa{iers was 
made and the result was the aame aa 
above, except that oi a vague memo- 
randum was found leading to the in- 
ference that the money was in a bank 
in Owensboro. Mr. Miles came heie 
and inquiretl of all the banka, and at 
all but one he was told that no such 
account wsa in existence. Here he 
wts told to look tor the ps()era, and if 
they came up all right the money 
would be paid. He went back and 
looked all over the place lor several 
days and returned with the informa- 
tion that no-{)a{>ers could be found. 

He believes that the money Is In 
the bank snd this alternoon he em- 
ploy^ sn attorney to Investigate the 
matter and it {Mtssible to ascertain the 
whereabouts of the missing treasure. 

This is the story as related bv Mr. 
Miles, who ia a very trustworthy 
young man. He is the agent oi the 
I C. railroad at Davidson, and has a 
store there — [Inquirer.

rjea." 

Hi:.\kkhs; — t am naked by Wn.sh- 
ington Kidaon O. A. R. Post to nd- 
drea.s you on this occMion, and pay 
a tribute to our fallen heroes, who 
fought, hied and died on the field of 
battle. 

The negro race is of greatest an- 
tiquity; a hardy people ;endowcd with 
some enviable qualities; has and is 
struggling under almost insuperable 
obat.icles and burdens; but has al- 
ways been loyal to the old flag which 
now lloats over a free United Slates. 

lie has shown himself worthy and 
comi>otent to a commendable degree 
that he has contributed and does by 
his tight, strong arm add to the ma- 
teria. development of his country; 
and as a soldier ne has in every strug- 
gle of his country for liberty; be has 
marched forward to battle, laid bare 
his noble breast, fought like the 
bravest, nnd died by the thousands 
that he might attest bis devotion to 
the cause he loved. 

There never was a braver, more do- 
cile, more reliable, self sacrificing sol- 
dier ever doned the uniform or bore 
arms more credibly against the coun- 
try's foe, no student of history will 
oue.stlon or deny this assertion. 

With these facts stated we will 
proceed to some historical facts. 

Historians tell us, even when a 
slave, that the negro has shown a 
greater willingness to lay down him- 
self upon the altar of his country than 
the white man North or South was 
witling to let him do so. 

Rut a wise, ever-ruling providence 
has unwanably opened the way, and 
he has gone to do all he conld to 
save this government from its foes. 
Hence we behold him in the war for 
American independence against Brit- | 
ish injustice, the war of i8t2, and 
that of the late rebellion against the ' 
Federal Ooveinment. 

THE NEGRO IN THE REVOLUTIONARY. 

And here before the war was on we 
6nd a negro in the person ot Cbrispus 
Attucks in the streets of Boston en- 
deavoring to repel the advance of the 
British troops on their march through 
the city. The feeling against these 
soldiers on the part of the citizens 
was intense, urged on by the popular 
indignation, Chrisps Attucks, the 
leader, advanced upon them with his 
motUy crew,using as weapons stones, 
clubs, and clenched fist crying, "the 
way to get rid of these soldiers is to 
attack the main guard; strike at the 
root: this is the ne.st," 

The order was given and the attack 
was made. The British fired upon 
them and Cbrispus Attucks fell dead. 

This brave negro leader was the 
firit to shed blood and that his own 
for American independence. He with 
the three white heroes who died on 
that s]x>t were buried in the same 
grave. Of these the poet says: 

"Long as in freedom's cause the wise 
contend. 

Dear to your country shall your lame 
extend. 

While to the world the lettered stones 
shall tell. 

Where Caldwell, Attucks, Gray aud 
Manerick felt.” 

The scene of this sacrifice was un- 
der the shadow of Pannel Hall, known 
as the cradle of liberty, and within 
wliose sacred precincts the body ot 
this hero was laid in state till the day 
of burial. 

American discontent with British 
tax,ation without representation in- 
creased until the Revolutionary war 
broke out in all its fury. Here the 
black hero claimed first honors 

Tiiere is a historical spot in Charles- 
ton, Mass., marked by that old Rev- 
olutionary monument at Bunker's 
Hill, It was here on the 17th day of 
June, 1775, that the troops of King 
George pitched battle against the 
hardy son of the irtepressible Ameri- 
cans. The gallant British MnJ Pit- 
cam ordered the charge, saying, "the 
day is ours." His commanding pres- 
ence and com age so alarmed the 
Americans that none seemed 10 know 
whet must be done Then it was 
that interpid negro soldier, Peter 
S,iivm, advanced to the front leveling 
hla gun at the King's officer, sent a 
ball through his body and he fell as 
did Goliah of Gath before David. 

This shot won the day for Ameii- 
cin freedom Ir.mi the British yoke.
